One great thing about CAWMC is all the wonderful packages that keep arriving in the mail, Ross Kingdon’s annual Christmas 
package and Judy Blackman’s gifts to authors. The problem is: How do you display these items to do them honor? The 
solution has to be tailor-made for each set. 


Let’s take Judy’s package for example, six regular size, one dollar size and one flat with a note. Obviously a standard 20- or 
12-pocket page would not do, but a 9-pocket business card page would. (I normally use a 12-pocket page for Ross’s 
offerings.) Much of my collection is housed in 2x2 or (2Y%2x22) clear plastic flips with the hinge cut off to make two individu- 
al holders. Insert the wood and slide it into the page open side down. Now the piece is held securely in the page. In our 
example, however, the pockets are much larger than the holders, so a piece of double-stick tape keeps it firmly in place. 
The flat is the correct size anyhow and the note is folded to size. 


All that remains to be done is to house the page. For small 1 or 2 page collections like this, | use report covers from the 
office supply store. Back-to-School sales put the price at a few cents each and | stock up every year. A nice label completes 
the set. Labels of varying sizes are readily available and a larger label that come ten labels per sheet was chosen. | have 
set up templates is MS Word for each label size used (the subject of another article for another time) and keep a folder of 
pages handy. Composing the label is simply writing the words in the target cell, choosing a snazzy font and colors, then 
printing it out, as can be seen in the picture.

Market Tokens: Simply bring your credit, debit or EBT card to the market’s information booth, the green tent located in the 
center of the Chicago Mall by the music tent at Mill City’s outdoor markets or the table inside the front door at its indoor 
markets. Market staff will help you purchase tokens with your card. Credit and debit tokens are sold in increments of $5. 
All vendors accept $5 tokens, and vendors will give you cash as change. Mill City charges a $2 convenience fee for each 
credit or debit transaction to cover administration costs and support the market’s commitment to food access for all. Mill 
City accepts all major credit cards plus American Express and Discover. To use your Electronic Benefit Transfer (EBT) card at 
the market, tell the information booth staff how much money you would like to spend and they will swipe your EBT card for 
the amount specified. You will be given your requested amount in $1 wooden tokens and matched dollar-for-dollar up to 
$10 with market bucks! EBT tokens never expire, but paper market bucks do expire at the end of each season. The same 
rules apply when using your EBT card at farmers markets that do at any other merchant. Supplemental Nutrition Assistance 
Program (SNAP) dollars are not eligible for ready-to-eat / prepared foods or non-food items. Vendors cannot issue change for 
SNAP tokens or market bucks. You can also give the gift of local food. Tokens make great hostess gifts, stocking stuffers 
and graduation gifts. Stop by the Information Booth to get a unique and special gift for the food lover in your life. 





Capon! This year’s version involves individual unmarked tokens as well as a competitive Capon- 
chase adventure with marked tokens. Find the tokens and draw for fabulous prizes: like a free 
night stay! 





Here are the guidelines for how the regular individual hunts work: 


1. Capon is an outdoor experience so all individual tokens are hidden outside. While most are within the boundaries of the 
Capon map, a few require a bit farther exploration.
